tion of how this conference feels 
towards church union, it may safely be 
judged that the conference will do all 
in its power to promote unification. 
When the earnest hope was expressed 
that co-operation might be inaugurated 
the great conference body broke owt 
into thunderous applause. 

Tumultuous applause again occurred, 
when the bishops referred to the great 
work of Mayor Asa G. Candler when 
he saved the day for Southern Meth- 
odism in educational work by giving 
the sum of one million dollars to Em- 
ory university, just at a time when the 
great masses of people were dubious 
of invésting money th church institu- 
tions, inspiring them to understand 
that never again would the church have 
wrested from her that which is her 
own when she cannot help herself. The 
mention of Mr. Candler’s philanthropy 
was sincerely applauded.

2 Soldiers Killed and 18 Injured’ 
_« When Captive Balloon Explodes

Omaha, Neb., May 2.—Two soldiers 
were burned to death and eighteen men 
were burned seriously when ‘a captive 
observation balloon of the Casquet 
type exploded tonight at Florence field, 
the army balloon school at Fort Omaha, 
near here, according to a statement 
by Colonel ,H. B. Hersey, post com- 
mand@ant. 

In the fire which followed the ex- 
plosion one of the balloon sheds was 
badly damaged. . 

Colonel Hersey’s statement follows: 

“A serious explosion occurred at 
Florence field tonight when one of the 
observation balloons exploded as it was

being stored away for the night. Sta- 
tic electricity, generated by friction of 
the balloon fabrics is believed to have 
caused the explosion. 


“Two men were killed; burned so as 
to be unrecognizable, and a roll call 
in the morning will be necessary be- 
fore it is possible to establish their 
identity beyond question. Eighteen 
men were more or less injured in the 
blast and a few quite seriously, but 
not fatally. The-men burned received 
immediate medical attention by sur- 
geons at the fort hospital.” 

Tonight's fatalities were the first 
since the balloon school opened sev- 
eral months ago.

WARM DISCUSSIONS 
FEATURE NEEIN 
OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Personal Encounters Ap- 
pear Imminent in Two In- 
stances During Considera- 
tion of Moreland Avenue 
School.

At an exciting session of the Atlanta 
board of education, held Thursday aft- 
ernoon for the purpose of further con- 
Sidering the question of a site for the 
new Moreland Avenue school, contro- 
versies and charges arose that. became 
so heated between members of the 
board, committeemen, councilmen, at- 
torneys and citizens, that in two in- 
stances personal encounters seemed im- 
minent, and the board @ddjdurned after 
adopting a motion to give the commt 
tee on the Austell] site another week 
for consideration, refusing its approv- 
al to a motion made by W. H. Terrell 
to immediately purchase the Austin 
site-and agreeing to meet a week hence 
for the purposé of again taking up the 
Moreland Avenue school matter. 

This leaves the question about where 
it stood, with the exception that the 
committee, headed by James E. Hickey, 
whith is considering the purchase of 
the Austell site, has been instructed to 


| get thé* matter in shape as nearly as 
l possible for action at the next week’s 


meeting. Also two new members, A. 
J. Orme and A. P. Morgan, replace 
Chairman R. J. Guinn and Mayor Asa 
G. Candler on the committee. 
Stormy Meeting Held. 
The meeting of the bpard of educa- 


tion Thursday afternoon was a stormy 


one from start to finish, and sensations 
developed with rapid fire succession 
from the opening of the session to the 
motion for adjournment. 

Chairman R. J. Guinn fired the first 
gun when he took the floor to deplore 
certain criticisms that he declared had 
been made against the members of the 
citizens’ committee who had secufed 
options on the Austell property, in 
which he said they were charged at last 
week’s meeting with being financially 
interested in the matter. The chairman 
disclaimed any such motive with refer- 
ence to any member? of the committee, 
whom he characterized as public-spir- 
ited men who wished to aid the city in 
securing a valuable and much-needed 
property for a junior high school. 
Chairman Guinn also deplored criticism 
that had been made against him per- 
sonally, and said that for the comfort 
of those who thought him a “slacker,” 
as well\as for those who were afarid 
of his attitude that he was going to be 
away from the city for two weeks, not 
being here for’ a vote on the question 
of the Moreland Avenue school. 

“You can put whatever site you want 
over while I am away,” said he, “bu} as 
a citizen of Atlanta, a titizen of the 
Ninth ward, which I represent, I want 
it to go down on the record that I am 
for the Austell property, whtch is large 
enough for the present school needs 
and also for a junior high school, too.” 

Sensational Controversies. 

Two sensational controversies devel- 
oped during the session in which heated 
words were exchanged between James 
L. Key, member of the board of educa- 
tion, and C. D. Maddox, one of the own- 
ers of the Austin property, and J. M. 
Cooper, chairman of the citizens’ com- 
mittee, that secured an option upon 
the Austell property, and Gordon John- 
stone, manager of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton company, both controversies be- 
ing settled by Chairman Guinn, who 
conciliated the differences by explain- 
ing points not understood, he declared, 
by the opposing parties. 

In the first instance, Mr. 
speaking in answer to charges that had 
been made against the board for its al- 
leged delay in choosing a site for the 
Moreland avenue school, and declared 
that the.board had been ‘‘more sinned 
against than sinning.” He said that 
the people. of the ninth ward had been 
responsible for the delay to a large ex- 
tent. “The people say that this board 


has not used business methods in going 
about the work of selecting this school, 
site, but it must be remembered that 
arrangements to buy a site were made 
by the board, but it did not plase the 
people of the/ninth ward. Then they 
used some bad businéss penenens, 
said Mr. Key, ‘when they made it 
known that they wanted a certain site, 
and advertised the fact so the owners 
of the property had the chance to set 
what price they wanted to on it.” 

Here Colonel C. D, Maddox, said to 
represent one of the owners of the 
property, arose, ahd declared that the 
statement made by Mr. Key was not 
true, “and you know o I am,” said 
he. “I have not run up any price on 
my property, and I don’t care whether 
you buy it or not.” 

Mr. Key replied that he did know 
who the speaker was, but that he could 
see no reason for his becoming so ex- 
cited. Colonel gGox again arose to 
state that Mr. Key had made the infer- 
ence that the owners of the Maddox 
property. were trying to impose upon 
the city. The controversy began to as- 
sume more serious proportions, as it be- 
came evident that t feelings of the 
speakers were becoming involved, and

SIZZLING. DENIALS

Consulted With No Man of

Representative William S. Howard, of 
the Fifth district, candidate for the 
United States senate, Thursday brand- 


ed as false statements which appeared 
in the morning edition of The Macon 
Telegraph under the name of George 
H. Long, the paper’s managing editor, 
with a public statement in which he 
said that he is the candidate of no 
man or set of men. 

“I advised and consulted with no man 
of public life as to my entering this 
race,” he declared. ‘IT never sought 
the indorsement ef the president. Nei- 
ther did I seek his consent to run for 
the United States senate. Any man 
who would embarrass the great presi- 
dent of the United States @@ such a 
time to get his consent or indorsement 
is not worthy to represent the empire 
state of Georgia.” . 

Denies Making Promise. 

The scathing statement was issued 
after the candidate had perused the 
Macon article in which it was charged 
that he had deliberately gone against 
the president’s wishes in regard to the 
Georgia race and had entered after he 
had promised to stay out. Mr. Howard 
denied that he had made such promise. 

Incidentally, the congressman refut- 
ed charges made in the Macon article 
against James A. Hollomon, Washing- 
ton correspondent of The Constitution, 
in connection with an article appearing 
in this paper, in which Mr. Hollomon

And in making this rather unusual 
statemdmt, Private Roney is well quali- 
fied @} know what he is talking about, 
for he has seen extensive service on 
the firing lines with the French forces, 
and is now embarking on his first war 
work with his native comrades. 

Private Roney’s home is.in Decatur,

according to the card he signed to the 
camp receiving station when he re- 
ported with the men of the recent draft 
call that went into effect on April 26. 
He is well educated and his peace pro- 
fession is that of a teacher. 

Months ago the Decatur boy left his 
home and-enlisted as a private with 
the French army. Soon after his en- 
trance to the forces he saw actual 
service in the field and his experience 
in the war is comprehensive and varied. 

In one of hig experiences on the bat- 
tlefield he was badly gassed by the 
Huns and was soon afterward given 
leave of absence to come-home and 
recuperate. Accordingly, he returned 
to Decatur and had just recovered from 
the effect of the poison gas when the 
call for selectmen came. 

With thousands of Georgians, Lieu- 
tenant Roney, of the French army, re- 
ported at the rece(ving station armed 
with his written commission certifying 
to his rank as a commissioned officer 
in the French army. 

This entitled him to immediate dis- 
charge from Camp Gordon, for he was 
Igoked upon as the property of France, 
so to speak. Perhaps it was the sight 
of*so many men from his home or the

TO SEND AS MANY MEN

Philadelphia; May 2.—As many mil-

Washington, May 2.—Charges and tn- 
timations of irregularities in connec- 
tion with the aircraft program which 
have been published and discussed in 
capitol cloakrooms for some time were 
brought to the floor of the senate 
day with demands for a new investi- 
gation with a view to criminal prose- 
cutlon. 

During the debate several members 
of the military committee declared in 
favor of reopening the inquiry recent- 
ly concluded by the committee, but Sen- 
ator. Hitchcock, of Nebraska, acting 
chairman, said the committee was 
power to deal with criminal 
prosecutions and that the department 
of justice should handle that phase’ of 
the matter. Later committeemen con- 
ferred with Gutzon Borglum, the sculp- 
tor, who made a report to the president 
on the aircraft program, and it was 
said that whether the committee would 
act depended upon information to be 
submitted by Mr. Borglum within the 
next few days. 

Gigantic Confidence Game. 

Senator Hitchcock, dwelling upon al- 
legged misleading of the public regard- 
ing aircraft production, told the senaie 
that the aircraft board had been “play- 
ing a gigantic,confidence game on tie 
whole country.’ He declared the Lib- 
erty motor, in fact, ig nothing but the 
Packard motor improved and that the 
government is contemplating paying 
the Packard company between $500,000 
and $1,000,000 for its interests.

President’s Course Approved, 

In thrilling expressions of enthusias- 
tic patriotism the college of bishops 
Voiced the unqualified approval of the 
course of President Wilson, both be- 
fore and after the declaration of war 
against Germany and urged all Amer- 
ica to compromise on no half-way 


end. 


In their address reviewin the wor 
of the church for the aagt Pour oe 
the bishop scored the board of missions 
for undertaking to rearrange’ the 
boundaries of the work in Mexico be- 
fore the assembling of the general con- 
ference, and suggested that legislation 
be enacted to arrest the uncunstitution- 
al work of any of thé church boards. 


Urge Election of Five Bishops. 


The college of bishops recommended 
that the five new bishops be elected at 
this conference, which matter will be 
taken up in all probability on May 18, 
according to custom. 

On the question of church unification 
the bishops reported unofficially that 
the commissions appointed at the last 
general conference had not yet reached 
any plan of agreement on all the is- 
sues of reorganization. They let it 
be known that they were not in sym- 
pathy with the movement of certain 
aymen to limit the jurisdiction of oc- 
cupants of the episcopal office. They 
thought that any such scheme for lim- 
iting the bishops’ jurisdiction will be 
sure to diminish the esteem in which 
they are held by the general public, 
as well as the church. 

The life and labors of the late Bishop 
Alpheus W. Wilson, who died Novem- 
ber 21, 1916, were reviewed at length, 
and high tribute paid his memory. 
Also tribute was given Bishop Joseph 
H. Key, now retired, of Sherman, Texas. 

Referring to the resolution passed by 
the conference of four years ago that 
the bishops divide the church into 
episcopal districts and that the same 
bishop preside over a given district 
from year to year, the address said: 
“Now, the advantage of a continuous 
presidency over contiguous conferences 
for a longer period than one year are 
so obvious and numerous that they 
have oftentimes presented themselves 
to our minds in assigning the bishops 
to their several fields. It sometimes 
happens, however, that the efficient 
administration for the whole work 
makes it desirable that the same bish- 
op should not be continued for a full 
quandrennium in the same field. This 
fact has been so forcible presented to 
us from annual conferences that we 
have been compelled to give heed to it. 

Spoil Essential Unity. 

“To break up the church by a cast- 
iron scheme into fixed fragments would 
spoil its essential unity; and we do not 
believe, moreover, that it would be wise 
or lawful to adopt any plan which 
wowld even imply that a bishop, once 
elected and ordained, could be made 
less by any subsequent action of his 
colleagues or the general conference 
than a bishop of the whole church with 
the intrinsic right to exercise his 
functions in any of the annual confer- 
ences. From the beginning the Epis- 
copacy has been recognized as one of 
our strongest bonds of 
ism. \ 

The true status of the ministry was 
considered by the address at great 
length. Touching on the validity of 
ordination in Southern Methodism, the 
address said: “The notion that Francis 
Asbury was not ordained a bishop is a 
glaring absurdity. All his successors 
in office, moreover, down to James H. 
McCoy, have likewise been ordained, re- 
ceiving whatever avthority could be 
transmitted to them by definite elec- 
tion and consecration. 

Order and Office. 

Considering the widely agitated 
question of order and office, the ad- 
dress declared the insistence of fancy 
cardinal differences as mere beating 
the air. “In the sense of having any- 
thing prelatical or sacramentarian 
about it,’’ continues the address, “our 
episcopacy is certainly not an order, 
but exactly the same thing may be 
said about our diaconate and our preés- 
byterate. An order in the ministry is 
nothing but a permanent office into 
which men aré admitted by the process 
of ordination. We repudiate that we 
have in our ministry any order that 
; contains even a trace of hieraticism or

sacramentarianism or that rests upon 
specific divine directions. In the sense 
of being divided up into different 
classes and set apart for the discharge 
of different functions, there may be 
one, or three, or thirteen, if the church 
so wills. The minister who arrogates 
to himself the claim of belonging to 
an order of any other sort, is essen- 
tially a high churchman, however loud 
his assertions to the contrary may be, 
and needs to be let down a peg or 
two.”’ 

Regarding the question of church 
unification the bishops stated that a 
report would be submitted to the con- 
ference by a commission appointed by 
the last general conference. It is well 
known that the commission has he!d 
four joint meetings endeavoring to 
formulate plans for unification. 

“The commission from our church,” 
said the address, “went as far as they 
were authorized to go: But the com- 
mission of the Northern Methodist 
church did not see their way clear to 
adopt the plan proposed. It is still 
our earnest hope that a way may be 
found for some plan of co-operation 
among the Methodists of 
which shall, as far eas possible, elimi- 
nate the wastage of men and money 
in territory where both churches have 
established themselves.” 

Under the caption of church autono- 
my the bishops stated that the churth

BEARING FRUIT. 


Is congress at last to investigate the 
inefficiency of the postal administration? 
At any rate, it has given consideration to a 
resolution which opens the way to such an 
investigation—something that should have 


been done months ago. 


How far the proposed investigation will 


go remains, of course, to be seen. 


Ground for misgiving is afforded by the 
fact that upon every indication of con- 
gressional activity directed toward the post- 
office department the postmaster general 
mysteriously bobs up on the scene, busying 


‘himself among the congressmen. 
So it was in this instance. 


to happen. 
There seems 


reassuring, neither is it by any means fatal. 
The bare fact that postal service has 


been put upon the rack by congress in itself 


affords boundless gratification, and gives 
rise to renewed hopes for relief from a na- 
tion-wide condition of postal inefficiency 


and inadequacy that has reached a point 


where it is intolerable. 
During the discussion of the resolution 
last Tuesday a congressman used ar edito- 


rial which appeared in The Constitution last 


November to bolster his charges of ineffi- 
ciency in the mail service; but he could have 
done better by quoting utterances made by 
this newspaper much more recently, reciting 
conditions as they have been constantly go- 
ing from bad to worse. 

Protests have poured into Washington 
from ‘all parts of the country against the 
manner in which business is being impeded 
by the miserable postal administration under 
a policy that puts profits above service, but 
this is the first time that congress has es- 
sayed any definite action on the matter. 

The Merchants’ Association of New York 
fftve months ago undertook a thorough and 
systematic investigation of the mail service, 
and will make its report public within the 
next few days. 

According to “Women’s Wear,” the lead- 
ing publication of the wearing apparel in- 
terests of the country, this report will show— 


“the post office department has 
saved $7,000,000 at a cost of no telling 
how many millions to the business in- 
terests of the country; that many 
buginess letters have been eight days 
coming from no further away than 
Washington, D. C., and have’ taken 
from 10 to 12 days traversing dis- 
tances only a little greater.” 


This investigation by the New York Mer- 
chants’ association is declared to have been 
“conducted along national lines for the na- 
tional interest, and is in no sense purely 
local.” It is aimed, “Women’s Wear” goes 
on to say— 


“at the policy which reduces rail serv- 
jce at a time when the need of in- 
creased service is indicated and other 
‘pranches of the government are or- 
ganizing to achieve it.” 


Concurrently with the starting of an in- 
vestigation by congress, the railroad admin- 


istration announces the creation of a com- 


mittee of rail and mail experts “to develop | 
better methods of handling and routing

He has thrown every ounce of 
his tremendous energy against it, pressing 
it back at fearful cost in money and men, 
growing constantly weaker with every oOn- 
slaught, while his foe has been growing 
constantly stronger by the aid from this side 
of the ocean. 

Rumors that a renewed peace proposal 
is soon to be made by the central powers 
have again become current; likewise, ru- 
mors of domestic impatience, unrest and. dis- 
satisfaction within the countries composing 
the central alliance. Furthermore, a well- 
founded report has come over the cables to 
the effect that large bodies of Bohemian 
troops have deserted their former masters, 
the Prussian war lords, and are actually 
fighting with the Italians, in Italian unl- 
forms, against the Austrians. 

All of which goes. to show that “the bold 
peasantry,” the rank and file of the people 
of central Burope, are not to be depended 
upon to longer support the war—or even to 
submit longer to war conditions as they 
prevail under the Hohenzollern policy—if 
the Flanders drive fails. 

Naturally they reason that if this driv 
fails, complete defeat for the cause is only 
a question of time. They know the internal 
conditions at home; they know the Prussian 
strength and the resources from which war 
necessities can be drawn, and they know 
their own limitations. 

They know, furthermore, that the United 
States is growing stronger and of greater 
power in the war day by day, and that the 
only possible hope for Prussian success must 
lie in a crushing, totally paralyzing blow 
before America can make its power felt. 

That blow failing, why prolong the in- 
evitable? 

And the Flanders drive, from the Hun’s 
standpoint, is as certain to fail as is the sun 
to rise tomorrow morning’!

Idlers and loafers the country over are, 
in the language of Clarence DuBose, of the 
federal department of agriculture, “having 
hard sledding.”

Therefore, 
says Mr. DuBose, “there is a spirit from one 
end of this land to the other which says to 
every man: ‘You are going to work! Vol- 
untarily, if you prefer—but you are going 
to work!’” 

That men prefer voluntary labor to pena! 
servitude for habitua] idleness is proven by 
the records in communities where the au- 
thorities have aggressively tried conclusions 
with the ne’er-do-wells an@ loafers. In New 
Jersey, Mr. DuBose declares, “the number 
of applicants for farm jobs at employment 
offices increased many thousands as soon 
as rigid enforcement of the vagrancy law 
began.” And “in Georgia,” he goes on to 
say—

One Year Ago Today in War 


- Government Agent's ° 
Observations About 
Education in Georgia 


‘Editor Constitution: After an absence of 
six years I returned to my native state to 
enlist for the war in the service of Uncle 
Sam. The work assigned me requires that I 
Visit all the colleges, high schools, grammar 
schools and woman's clubs in Georgia. 

Since January 1 I have visited 90 cities 
and towns, given over 300 lectures, and inci- 
dentally made a survey of the educational 
and agficultural interests of the state. This 
is really the dawn of a new age. Old things 
are Passing away and all things are becom- 
ing new. The child is at last coming into its 
own, and we will soon take as much interest 
im rearing children as we now do in raising 
improved pigs, chickens and calves. 

Since: the beginning of the war 1,500 fe- 
male colleges in the United States have 
changed their curriculums so as to include 
the following useful branches of study, viz.: 
sewing, knitting, millinery, poultry raising, 
bee Keeping, darning, agriculture, domestic 
science and house keeping. Fifteen colleges 
in Georgia are specializing upon agriculture, 
while many high schools are teaching manual! 
training. 

[ do net Know. whether Atlanta is keeping 
abreast with the times or not, as | as a gov- 
ernment official was denied the priyilege of 
visiting the schools, which was readily grant- 
ed elsewhere. 

The school that appeals to me as being a 
model well worth emulating is a mill school 
at LaGrange. In order to comply with the 
Georgia law and at the same time hold the 
mill operatives, the owners of four cotton 
mills combined and built a magnificent school 
building with ample room for 650 chil- 
dren, none of whom are over 14 years of age. 
The auditorium seats 1.200 people comfort- 
ably, has large stage with scenery and a mo- 
tion picture outfit. Here picture shows are 
given of educational value-and at-low prices 
to the mill hands and their children. This 
Keeps them from going to cheap and immoral 
shows. 

The school has six acres of playgrounds 

with every mechanical device for developing 
the physical body, with two teachers to direct 
the children at play. A swimming pool is 
one of the popular attractions. The Martha 
Washington hotel for girls without parents is 
a model of cleanliness and comfort, equipped 
With hot and cold shower baths and sanitary 
sleeping porches. Board here is only $4.50 
per week; including laundry. The Ben Frank- 
lin hotel for men is conducted in the same 
way and at the same price. Two of the clean- 
est hotels in Georgia. 
They have Y. W. C. A. and Y. M. C. A. and 
infirmary for those who are jl} There 
are three beautiful greenhouses. from which 
flowers and potted plants are sold to parties 
and weddings in the city. In the greenhouses 
tomato plants, cabbage and pepper plants are 
secured for the vegetable gardens, each mill 
famiJy having a garden plowed and fertilized 
by the landscape gardener employed by the 
mills. The mill-wife is also instructed in rose 
culture, each one having a rose garden. The 
result of this unique enterprise has solved 
the labor question for these four mills. 

Now comes the marvelous part of this 
story. “ The superintendent of the school is 
not handicapped by school boards with politi- 
cal pull or influence. He told me that the 
school had only been in operation two and a 
half years, and that in two years more the 
receipts from the greenhouses and picture 
show would pay every expense of the schoo! 
with its fifteen teachers. So it really pavs to 
be good. | 

Now then! Ought not parents to be w ill- 
ing to do as much for their children as mill 
owners are doing for the children of others?

This commission in- 
spired the planting last year of over 3,000,000 
war gardens in various parts of the United 
States, the product of which was estimated 
té6 be worth $360,000,000. The commission 
has recently sent organizers throughout the 
south, and they report an unprecedented in- 
terest in all the southern states in war gar- 
den planting. This interest, the commission 
estimates, will result in several hundred per 
cent increase in garden planting in the south 
this year. 

The state library has also received for dis- 
tribution pamphlets issued by the United 
States department of agriculture on’ various 
food subjects.

Mr. Johnson, who spoke at the Wed- 
nesday session of the farmers, intro- 
duced the subject of taxation for the 
support of common schools and declared 
vigorously that the expense of the 
school system should be laid equally 
upon every dollar of taxable value in 
the state. 

Following the address, the farmers 
adopted a resolution indorsing the bill

Johnson's faction, eager to get every 
possible dollar out of the state gov- 
ernment for common school purposes, 
will press the point that the state con- 
stitution provides only for such use of 
school monies, except that donations 
may be made to higher institutions if 
the state sees fit. But it will be held 
that the state is not privileged to 
make large appropriations for state 
colleges and university.

Stone Mountain, Ga., May .2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Congressman William Schley 
Howard was heard by a large and en- 
thusiastic audience, assembled from 
miles around, and he aroused his hear- 
ers to a high pitch of patriotism.

This Brings Protest. 


The paragraph in the Hollomon dis- 
patch, certified to as true by Howard, 
which brought the presidential letter 
of protest to Howard follows: 

Howard told President Wilson that a great 
majority of the people of Georgia were loyal 
to his administration and to his war policies 
and resented the misrepresentations of them 
by their junior senator, but that he was 
sincere in believing that Harris, who had 
been promoted as the Wilson candidate in 
Georgia, was not the choice of the rank 
and file of the Georgia loyalists. He told 
the president of his own desire to enter 
the race. To this the president replied that 
he felt very kindly to Chairman Harris, the 
latter had always been loyal to him and 
faithful as a government department head: 
but that as between two loyal democrats 
he would take no stand, as the results of 
his having taken a stand in state contests, 
two or three of which he named, including 
Georgia, at which time Hardwick was nomi- 
nated, had not been entirely satisfactory or 
pleasing to him. 

In this connection Howard informed the 
president if he was irrevocably committed 
to Harris and should express to the demo- 
crats of Georgia, in a statement the hope 
that they might elect Harris, that al- 
though he did not speak to Harris, he would 
show the measure of his léyalty and his 
regard for the president’s wishes by going 
on the stump for Harris in Georgia in or- 
der to encompass the defeat of Hardwick.
